A Stationary Thresher 

The grain i& handled down the slope 
and stacked near the = stationary 
thresher, which was shipped out from 
France about 1897 Before that it was 
threshed with a flail. This stationary 
thresher is operated by two horges, 
which circles under the horse-power. 
The straw drops “own a siide instead 
of going up a carrier. The crew of 
threshers include five men, two horses 
on the power and another team to haul 


the straw to the feed yard. The 
threshing is usually done after the 
fall ploughing is finished. The: cap- 


acity of the threshing machine is 150 
bushels of wheat or 250 bushels’ of 
oats Ina day of eight hours. 
Grint and Saw Mill 

The mill is a frame building 60x30, 
three storeys, with an addition 40%20 
for engine room. Logs from upstream 
are rafted down the Peace to the mill 
where they are sawn into lumber, 
which i firiished in the planer ready 
for building. The mission grain ts 
stored in thes*top storey of the mill. 
The second storey is used for a ware- 
house for flour, The wheat is groynd 
into flour by’ a pair of stones, whitch 
vee imported from Toronto 2nd team- 
ed 400 miles from Edmoaton about 20 
years ago.

The mill i# operated. prine'pally for 
the benefit of the mission, but also 
for the accommodation of settlers to 
be able to get this logs sawn into lum- 
ber and finished for home-building.

The mill has a cat 
acity of 20 sacks of flour per day, and 
was operated for about two months | 
Jast year but this year it is expected | 
that the larger crop wil keep the mill 
going for three months at least for 
grain comes from even as far as Spirit 
River a distance of 70 miles. 

The Garden of the Peace 

The garden of the Peace River mis- 
sion js certainly as good as could be 
found anywhere in Alberta, and al- 
most anywhere in Canada, It is chuck 
full of thrifty vegetables and pretty 
flowers, with no room for weeds to 
grow. : 

Cabbage heads are already nearly 
a foot in diameter, with big spreading

James E. Elliott located in 1907 in 
the Little Prairie Settlement, sixty 
miles; northwest of Slave Lake In| 
1911 he had eight acres of timothy 
averaging 3 1-2 feet high. He has 
found success in raising oats. barley 
and turnjps. His wheat was frozen 
two years in succession due to late 
ripening because lack of proper ma- 
chinery prevented best cultivation. 

Keith Bros, in October 1910, located 
in Tp. 81, R. 19, W. Sth M., 22 miles 
south of Peace River Crossing on the 
Little Prairie. They had 385 acres of 
crop in 1911 and expect to have 100 
acres in 1912. They emigrated from 
Montana in the summer of 1910, and 
drove horses and one cow from FAl- 
monton to Athabasca Landing, then 
along the north shore of the river and 
lake io Grouard, finally locating on 
the Little Heart River. They have had 
very hard luck for they lost over half 
their bunch of horses with footrot and 
later some disease resembling swainp 
fever, Their total loss of horsefiesh 
is estimated gt $5,000, which includes 
one Percheron stallion and five well- 
bred shire mares. They lost a yearling 
stallion, weighing 100 Ibs. As there 
is no yeterinary surmeon for many 
miles, it 4s difficult .o met an expert 
opinion in regard to the cause and 
remedy. 

The Keith Bros. have a fine growth 
of grain, oats rowing 6 feet high. 
The conditions of sot! and moisture 
are satisfactory. Thi ) a: they had 
two crops of oat greenfeed. The oat 
seed was sown towards the last of 
May. |In the last of July the oats 
were About five feet high and falling 
down #0 they were cut for green feed.
